manager; that the Selectmen and manager would be at 
odds most of the time, that if a good manager is ob- 
tained, he won't stay very long, going on to larger 
responsibilities and more pay. 

We agree that there are problems in this regard. Dut 
they are not insoluble. The manager plan will work only 
if a competent man is hired and allowed to do his job 
properly, without heckling from disgruntled political by- 
standers who want to drive the man out of the job. The 
plan will work only if Selectmen are elected who be lieve 
in it, who are willing to let it work without undue pres- 
sure. If the plan is adopted March 3 and then Selectmen 
are elected a year later who intend to scuttle the plan, 
this whole business will have been a waste of time. 
ut we feel that wise townspeople — all of you who 
vote for town manager and many others who are fair 
minded — will prevent this from happening. And as the 
plan works out, under the administrative leadership of 
a manager and the policy leadership of five Selectmen, 
we feel that a good manager will certainly earn all the 
pay he gets and then some. There are possibilities for 
long-range savings and for more efficient use of money 
appropriated. This man, if he is a good man, will be 
worth every penny the town pays him and he’ll be worth 


keeping. 


CHECKS AND BALANCES 

We heartily believe that a town manager will not fire 
town personnel in wholesale lots, aS some persons 
claim. Nor will he replace present elected officials, 
whom he would appoint under the plan, with his hench- 
men. For any man in the management field knows full 
well that he can’t run rough shod over a community and 
get away with it for very long. 

And in this regard, the manager charter wisely stipu- 
lates that the appointments a manager makes must be 
done with the approval of the Selectmen — creating a 
sensible system of checks and balances. The Selectmen 
will appoint, moreover, the town accountant, without 
interference from the manager. This provides still 
another check point for the elected officials. 


ASKS ONLY A FAI TRIAL 


As an added safeguard, the manager charter itsel 


specifies that 10 percent of the voters may petition for 
a referen jum on revoking the charter two years from the 
time it actually goes into affect. The charter itself 
states that the referendum can be called for three years 
from the date it is accepted — but in a practical sense 
this is two years after it actually starts. For elections 
under the manager plan, if adopted this year, won't be 
held until 1959. Thus, after a fair trial for two years, the 
plan can be voted out in 1961 if it is seen to be unwork- 
able. And we doubt that many fair minded men and 
women will complain of this two-year period, for, if the 
voters adopt the plan, it must be given a fair shake. 

All in all, this newspaper, after viewing all sides of 
the questions, believes the best interests of the town 
will be served by adopting the plan. We urge you to take 
that action March 3.
